Cohesion of the four-power con- 

trol council in matters affecting 
Germany as a whole was provided 
for as follows 

In the period when Germany is 
carrying out the basic requirements 
of uncanditional surrender, su- 
preme authority in Germany will 
be exercised, on instructions from 
their governments, by the Soviet, 
British, United States and French 
commanders-in-chief, each in his 
own zone of occupation, and also 
jointly, in matters affecting Ger- 
many as a whole. The four com- 
manders-in-chief will together con- 
stitute the control council. Each 
commander-in-chief will be assisted 
by a political adviser

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A Call for Stability 


Ontario voters had evidently had all 
they wanted or would tolerate of minority 
government and a stalled legislature, They 
went to the polls yesterday to break the 
deadlock. As is not uncommon in such 
circumstances, they did it with record-mak- 
ing emphasis. Also as is common in such 
a situation, they did it by returning the 
Government, not by elevating an opposi- 
tion party to power. 

Premier Drew appealed for a strong 

working majority. He addressed his ap- 
peal particularly to Liberal voters, who 
knew they had little or no chance to win 
on their own account. They responded 
so generally that the movement toward 
stability became a stampede, and the Gov- 
ernment will hold about three-quarters of 
the seats in the new legislature. 
. The remarkable feature of the election 
was not the return of the Government ‘y 
a heavy majority, but the debacle which 
overtook the CCF. That group occupied 34 
seats in the last legislature. It has lost 80 
per cent or more of its strength. It will not 
be the second strongest group in the new 
house. Its leader is among the fallen. The 
most highly industrialized and most pop- 
ulous province, where if anywhere the 
Socialists believed they were gajning 
ground, thus rejecied them with a decisive- 
ness that leaves no room for quibbling 

The effect of the Ontario election on the 
Dominion elections next Monday will no 
doubt be considerable. At Ottawa, as at 
Toronto, the choice is 


stable government or 
a “Mulligan stew” of impotent and bicker 
ing groups. As Ontario voted for stability 
yesterday, it would seem likely to do the 
same next Monday, by returning a strong 
contingent of supporters of the King Gov- 
ernment—which alone has the chance to 
secure a working majority in the next par- 
liament.

Veteran-Owned Houses 


It seems fair enough that men and 
women discharged from the armed ser- 
vices should not have to wait longer than 
three months to get possession of the 
homes which they rented to tenants whilé 
they were away.
